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CANADA’S PREMIER SPOKE WITH 


War Effort Lies Naile 
ing, New York Talk

New York,— Last night's complete- 
ly brilliant affair in honor of Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King proved, am- 
ong other things, that Canada can 
make its war effort felt and under- 
stood in the United States by the 
ridicuously simple method of coming 
down here and telling ‘em. 

Mr King did this last night with 
vigor and clarity and not a little emo- 
tion. He offered a factual statement 
of what Canada is doing; he dramat- 
ized this quite legitimately by con- 
verting it into comparable American 
figures; he nailed the lies about Can- 
ada; he lashed out at those who mis- 
represent, wilfully or unwittingly, the 
Dominion’s war effort. And his stocky 
figure fairly shook with emotion 
many times, and his voice vibrated 
with righteous anger as he hammered 
home the points that prove Canada’s 
devotion to the cause of freedom, 

Today the United States knows 
about its neighbor to the north. Today 
Senator Nye would not dare rise in 
the Senate and assert that Canada 
is making a profit on the Mother 
Country. Today the people of the Mid- 
dle West and the Far West are think 
ing about Canada and are inspired by 
ihe work and sacrifice of their rugged 
neighbors. 

Slanders Answered. 

And the operation was so simple. 
It showed that the one effective way 
to counter a slander is to tell the 
world it isn’t true, and to prove it, 
in a voice loud enough to sink the the 
deepest corner of the American con- 
sciousness. 

For months while these slanders 
were being circulated and mumbled, 
we held ourselves aloof and issued 
ha'f-hearted denials; we said we were 
too busy and too concerned with the 
war itself; we depended upon our 
well-wishers in the United States to 
make answer for us; we squirmed and 
sweated; we wondered and worried 
whether anything we do might be con- 


strued as interference in American 
domestic politics; we buzzed and 
bungled and made inconclusivestabs 


at the problem. After all the while 
the problem required only that our 
spokesman rise in his wrath and con- 
found Canada’s critics with a recital 
of the facts in a setting that wouid 
guarantee attention, This Mr King did 
last night—with high success and at 
high time. 

Canada’s reputation in the 
States cannot be divorced from the 
general picture of America’s war el- 
fort; it is part of the problem of har 
hessing with the utmost speed the 
great vigor of this country. 

America’s foreign policy has been 
clearly defined by the President and

by Congress, There is no more COoL- 
jecture on this point, 
There is no more effective way to 


confuse the American people than to 
spread the story that Canada is coldly 
unconcerned about the war, Ameri- 
cans know Canada well; they know 
Canadians to be shrewd, sensible, 
stolid people not addicted to sweep 
ing emotions, They have long admir- 
ed Canadians for these human assets. 
That is why opponents of the Presid- 
ent’s policy of aid to Britain have 
persistently tried to show that Can: 
ada is not heart and soul in this con: 
flict. That is why they have tried to 
drive an emotional and ideological 
wedge between Canada and Britain, 

And that is why it is so important 
that Canada make known promptly 
and vigorously the extent of its war 
effort and the fullness of its support 
for the cause of which Britain has be- 
come the symbol. 

In making this information clearly 
and easily availabble, in advertising it 
as convincingly as it knows how, Can- 
ada is fulfilling a legitimate duty to 
itself, 

Success For Mr King— 

The success of last night’s affair, 

for Canada and the Allied war effort

ly, does not completely solve the pro- 
blem. 

The American people welcome our 
news; they want to know about us, 
how we feel and what we are doing. 
ing. I am sure not one person in the 
ball room of the Waldorf-Astroia last 
night was visited by the uneasiness of 
being a stranger in a foreign land. 
We felt we were among warm friends 
who were glad to have us in their 
midst, eager to hear about us and 
much concerned with our welfare. The 
flags of Canada and the United States 
blended well in the warmth of the at- 
mosphere, : 


Rich With Eloquence— 

We proved too that we not only 
have the facts to lay with pride be- 
fore the American people, we a’so 
have men who can do it with inspira- 
tion. Mackenzie King’s speech last 
night was shrewd and factuai and rich 
with the heady flavor of eloquence. 

“We believe that everything which 
free men value and cherich, on this 
side of the grave, is in peril in this 
war. The right of men, rich and poor, 
to be treated as men; the right of 
men to make the laws by which they 
shall be governed; the right of men 
to work where they will at what they 
will; the right of woman-hood to the 
serenity and sanctity of the home; 
the right of children to play in safety 
under peaceful heavens; the right of 
older men and women to the tran- 
quility of thei: sunset; te right to 
speak the truth in our hearts; the 
right to worship in our own way the 
God in whom we believe. 

“We know that if we lose this fight 
all fruits will wither and fal from the 
tree of liberty. But we shall not lose 
it.. We shall not lose it because the 
people of Britain stand and will 
stand in undaunted fortitude and mag- 
nificent resistance. We shall not lose 
ii because, although some nations 
may lie crushed today, their souls can 
never be destroyed, We shall not lose 
it because we on this continent of 
North America, who have been the 
pioneers of the frontiers of freedom, 
have already begun to stamp out the 
prairie fire of tyranny, anarchy and 
barbarism which every day draws 
closer to our homes, . .” 

No finer words have been spoken in 
behalf of our common democracy dur- 
ing the war. No words have been de- 
livered with more conviction. Macken- 
zie King did an inspired job last 
night. It is his further duty to see to 
it that his words continue to vibrate 
in the consciousness of the American 
people until this task we have under- 
taken has been crowned with victory.

Ivan Dmitri Color Photographer— 

Edmonton played host during a 
short visit this week by Ivan Dmitri, 
noted artist, author and color photo- 
grapher, who is leading a camera cav- 
alcade into Jasper and the Rockies. 
Mr Dmitri is one of the world’s great- 
est exponents of the color camera, 
and his work has appeared regularly 
in Saturday Evening Post. He also 
filmed rural Quebec on government 
assignment, turning out a motion pic- 
ture of great artistry. The tour he 
leads is sponsored by the magazine 
Popular Photography and the C. N. 
R., with various travel bureaus lend 
ing a hand. Members of the party will 
compete for prizes in camera’ work. 
The tour is hailed as a great boost 
for Alberta as a centre of the travel 
trade, since hundreds of still and mo- 
tion pictures will be taken away by 
party members, each of them as ad- 
vertisement for Canada's greatest 
playground. 

Credit Unionse— 

The credit union movement in Al- 
berta continues to make steady 
growth. At th end of April, 3,905 Al- 
bertans were listed as members of 39 
unions, and 32 unions are in the for- 
mative stage. Assets at that time were 
totalled at $122,325 — all made up of 
small savings carried on periodical- 
ly. This is considered commendable, 
in view of the many new drains on in- 
comes brought about by war needs. 
By keeping their savings working in 
the form of member loans for provid- 
ent and merchandizing purposes, the 
unions have loaned a total of $359,- 
237 since inception of the movement. 
In the near future the Alberta move- 
ment will be inspected by Claude R. 
Orchard, chief of the credit union sec- 
tion, Farm Credit Administration, 
Washington, D. C. 

Financial Aid To Students— 

Unemployed senior university stu- 
dents will again be given financial as- 
sistance toward completing studies 
leading to degrees of B. Sc. in Arts, 
Engineering and Medicine. It was an- 
nounced by department of education 
officials this week. There is a grant 
of $4,000, contributed jointly by the 
dominion and the province under 
Schedule “H” of the Yuth Training 
scheme, and this will, it is expected, 
be divided among about 60 students, 
as has been done in the current year. 

The Registrar is secretary of the 
Selection Committee. 

Community School Olds, July 3-12— 

The annual School of Community 
Life will be held at Olds Agricultural 
school from July 3 to 12, it is announ- 
ced by Donald Cameron, director of 
extension for the University of Al- 
berta. Heading the guest speakers 
will be Dr Norman A. MacKenzie, 
president of the University of New 
Brunswick. Dr MacKenzie is former 
legal adviser to the international lab- 
or office of the League of Nations, 
and he has travelled widely in Eur- 
ope. Course to be given include ‘‘Co- 
operative Principles in Modern Soc- 
ietgy”’. “Rural Sacid@ogyf”" “Dramat- 
ics,” “Weaving and Design,” “Modern 
Home Making” and “Home Flortcul- 
ture.” Alberta Federation of Agricul- 
ture will also meet at this annual 
gathering. The forthcoming school 
will be fifth of its kind in Alberta.

DEATH OF MRS. 
KENNY McLELLAN

The death of Mrs Edith (Cowen) 
McLellan, formerly of Langdon, be- 
loved wife of Kenny McLellan, Cal- 
gary and niece of Mr and Mrs George 
Lloyd, early Strathmore residents, oc 
curred in Calgary December last af- 
ter an illness of just a few hours, 
from a hemmorage of the brain. 

Mrs McLellan was secretary and 
an active member in the Women’s 
Auxiliary of the U. C. T. to whom 
and a large circle of friends her death 
was a great shock. 

Calgary Auxiliary and indeed the 
whole of our jurisdiction has suffered 
a severe loss in the death of their 
former secretary Sister Edith McLel- 
lan who passed away very suddenly 
at the Calgary hospital on December 
23rd. Sister McLellan will be remem- 
bered by all who attended last year’s 
Grand Auxiliary, as the mother of the 
little twin girls who presented the 
flowers to the officers. 

Besides her husband Sister McLel- 
lan leaves five children, the eldest 
whom is just nineteen years of age. 
Stanley, Douglas, Marguerete and the 
twins aged four, Betty and Jean. 

Sister McLellan was a charter mem- 
ber of Calgary Auxiliary and had 
been Secretary from March 1932 to 
March 1940 when she resigned as she 
felt someone else should have the op- 
portunity of serving in this office. 

The Burial service was read at Hill- 
hurst United Church by the Rev. 
Grant Hollingsworth assisted by Rev. 
Capt. Larke who was’ a_ personal 
friend of our dear Sister.

2,800 BOMBERS 
BLAST GERMANS 


London— An estimated 2,800 Brit 
ish bombers, in Britain’s heaviest and 
most sustained aerial offensive of the 
war, have blasted and burned vital 
Nazi war industries with 6,000,000 
pounds of high explosives and tens of 
thousands of incendiaries during the 
Past 14 nights, it was said author 
\tatively today. 

Authoritative estimates were that 
200 to 300 heavy bombers a night, a 
total of approximately 2,800 in 14 
nights, had struck the sledge-hammer 
blows at the heart of German indus. 
try. 

It was estimated they had hurled 
Jown 3,000 tons of high explosives, 
probably including some f Britain's 
aew super-bombs, in the offensive 
carried through 14 nights without 
signs of abating. The number of in. 
cendaries dropped was estimated at 
many tens of thousands.

“In nine concentration camps in ARDENODE 


France there are approximately 600 
Czecho-Slovaks. Living conditions in 
these camps are unbelievably terrible, 
not only as regards living quarters 
but hygiene and food. People in these 
camps sleep on the ground in filth. 
There is no soap and an absolute lack 
of covers, clothing and shoes, It is 
logical, therefore, that they are over- 
run with vermin which it is impos- 
sible to exterminate, 

“Having visited six camps in all, I 
personally verified the following— 
those interned receive per day 200 
grammmes (about 7 ounces) of bread, 
black water— impossible to call it 
coffee — twice daily soup and a por- 
tion of squash or beans. Twice a week 
a small piece of meat, Nothing more 
in the way of food. They never re- 
ceive fats, butter, fresh vegetables or 
salad.” — Report by Julius Heger, 
who recently made a tour of investi- 
gation for Czecho-Slovak Relief Inc.
